minimum price for wheat in Canada 
is a matter of primary importance fo 
the country. 

Tt is believed that this price wilt 
be very close to 80c a bushel, which 
would give a return of ‘around 65c 
het to.the farmer for No. 1 wheat at 
the loca) elevator. 

A few weeks ago 80c would appear 
to be high for a minimum price. But 
conditions have changed drastically 
in the interim. That price does not 
look so high now, 

‘The United States | was on the 
verge of threshing a‘ctop of around 
750; million bushels a month ago. 
NoW, due to rust principally, the 
crop is hardly likely to exceed 600 
million bushels. 

4 month ago Canada’s crop looked 
lik@ it would total better than 350 
million bashels. At least 50 million 
bushels have been lopped off as the 
result of rust damage. — 

The United States needs around 
625) million bushels of Wheat annually 
for'her owf requirements, The crop 
wilf not equal that’ figure this’ year. 
But a 50°million addition would pro- 
vide a surplus and that would have 
required exports which would have 
meant lowered prices. 

All this shows how rapidly the 
wheat situation can change. It is 
always in a state of flux, due to the 
dependence for yields on weather 
conditions. There is nothing sure or 
stable about world wheat production. 

An 80c minimum price for Cana- 
dian wheat this year will mean con- 
siderable to the country. It is hoped 
that, in view of the prospects, Ca- 
nadian wheat can find abundant mar- 
kets at a price of 80 to the wheat 
farmers.
